Abandoned are the eulogies of 
the collective government which was 
used to fill the temporary vacuum 
created by Josef Stalin's death. 
Abandoned, too, are the diatribes 
against the cult of ‘personality, .by 
which Mr. Khrushchev sought to 


popularize himself in the. immediate ~ 


post-Stalin era, 

Today, Mr. Khrushchev -holds the 
secretaryship of the Communist 
Party, which gives- him complete 
authority over that powerful 
organization and over the one-party 
Government; and he holds the 
premiership, which gives him the con- 
stitutional lea of the country. 

He thus equals Josef Stalin in 


___offices held and in personal power. 


Will he equal him in the aggressive- 
ness of international policies? 

While the pyramidal form of 
authoritarian government tends to 
throw a strong successor to the 
top as soon as his predecessor is 
removed, an empty throne usually 
precipitates a ruthless struggle for 

r. As of now, Mr. Khrushchev 
has shown himself the most pro- 
ficient in this struggle. 

In quick succession those who 
offered, or might offer, opposition 
were rem Friend and foe alike 
found the ground cut from beneath 
them as Nikita planned and executed 
his campaign to become sole leader 
of Russia and its twentieth-century 
empire. ’ 

Beria, the secret policeman, went 
to his death in a dungeon at an 
early date. Soon to follow him, into 
obscurity rather than the grave, were 
Malenkov, Molotov, Kaganovich, 
Zhukov, even a second-ranker like 
Shepilov, whose foreign - ministry 
career barely outlasted his tete-a- 
tete with Nasser. Bulganin, little 
more than a gentlemanly travelling 
companion and signer of international 
correspondence, is the latest to be 
shelved. Czar Nikita reigns. 

The primary interest of the West, 
of ‘course, is in what policies and 
programs he will pursue, now that 
the ,brakes appear to have been: 
removed, now that he faces no re- 
straint by critics at home. 

Does he want peace, as he so 


often has asserted?. Does he want 
merely time to build Soviet power 
to crushing size? Will he seek an 
accommodation with the West; or 


does his sneer at Western diplomats}. 


—“We will bury you”—reflect his 
true feelings and intentions? 

The personality of Mr. Khrush- 
chev, as described by those who have 
had dealings with him, gives little 
comfort.. He is known as a gambler, 
a reckless man who will take chances 
to win, a man who will -shoot fer high 


stakes with little regard for imme-| 
_ diate cost; - 


This man now has at, his com- 
mand the largest army in the world, 
a formidable undersea navy, a huge 
air foree. At his fingertips he has 
an unknown number of short-range 


and long-range rocket missiles, armed | 


with atomic warheads. 

- These are ominous facts. ~The 

ascendancy of Nikita Khrushchev is 

bad news for the West. 
No parallel to dictator Khrush- 


chev comes readily to mind. He} — 


bears no ‘resemblance to the zealot 
Lenin or the butctier Stalin. Within 
his stolid, apparently impenetrable 
peasant shell he exercises a quick | 
and clever mind. His road to power | 
has been a dangerous one. Only a 
very tough and ruthless man could | 
have travelled it successfully, beating | 
off competition on the way. ae 
But with these stern qualities | 
Khrushchev exhibits other lighter | 
aspects which seem equally to be an| 
innate part of his character. He slaps | 
backs—of foreign. neWsmen or diplo- | 
mats—like a campaigning politician, | 
announces state policy in the bois-| 
terous atmosphere of cocktail parties, 
tosses a humorous quip or shakes a 
threatening fist with equal facility, 
and through it all presents a 
thoroughly indoctrinated Marxist 
viewpoint—with such changes as he 
may think expedient—to the world. | 
The obvious question, of course, | 
is: Can he’ stay up on the pinnacle | 
he has attained? It is an impossible : 
one to answer with any exactitude. 
The defeated and exiled candidates, | 
as individuals, appear to offer little | 
immediate threat. But somewhere, | 
inevitably, there must be a Russian | 
ey with a field marshal’s baton 
his knapsack; somewhere there 
must be a man heretofore ignored 


-who nurses, along with the tough | 


personal qualities of a dictator, the | 
ambition someday to utilize them. 
Tomorrow or years from now, his 
arrival is almost certain.

But when it comes to voting in elec-

Our casting of ballots—the glorious 
culmination of many centuries of struggle 
and evolution, the jealously prized jewel 
of. our national and community life—is 
performed in some ramshackle shed, 
some hastily converted hall. obvioufly 
designed for other purposes, some private 
premises grudgingly and incongruously 
marked off for temporary employment,

If you are pregnant, stay far, 
| far-away from the Ripple Rock 
explosion Saturday, warns Can- 
ada's oldest mining engineer, 
R. Hamilton, of Honeymoon 
| Bay. 
| “I ean positively say ‘hat 
|there is not in the whole of 
| Canada a scientific or profes- 
jsional engineer who knows 
what is going to happen immed 
iately the contact is made that 
will set off the blast,” he re- 
ported to the Times today. 

“T believe it is the duty of the 
medical fraternity to warn all 
expectant mothérs to get away 
to a &afe distance until it is 
{all over.” 

The mighty blast, two years 
in preparation at a cost of 
$3,000,000, is expected to ‘re- 
move the top 40 feet from 
Ripple Rock, and therefore 
make Seymour Narrows, 10 
miles north of Campbell River, 
safe for navigation. 

A charge of 1,375 tons of 
Nitramex 2H has been jammed 
into tunnels drilled into the 
rock, and it will be ignited 
Saturday at 9.31 a.m. if weather 
conditions are right 

“While I do not doubt that 
every precaution is being taken 
for the safety of the public and 
to avoid any danger from the 
blast, neither the government 
nor all the men of science has 
any contro! over what will take 
place the moment of the ex- 


plosion,” Mr. Hamilton wrote. 
“The only safety device is 
distance, and the farther dis- 


tant the safer, 

“I have had over 60 years of 
experience as a qualified min- 
ing engineer and have handled 
many tons of explosives, ‘yet I 
hesitate to take charices. I only 
hope that the blasting of Ripple 
Rock will be a success and 
that there will be no fatalities.”
